XXVIIL In every case of wreck, caused by

A notice shall be affixed on such 
wreck when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Collector all Toll which may be due, 
or fine which may have been adjudjced, as well

The object of thix Bill is to legalize, under certain 
circumstances, the remarriage of Native Converts to 
Christianity. whose wives or husbands have deserted 
or repudiated thom exclusively on religiousagrounds, 
Tho question has been before the Government of 
India for n very long time, but the settlemont of it 
has heen delayed chiefly on ‘account of the groat 
difference of opinion which has proved to exist between 
the religions bodies and persons mosb strongly inter= 
ested in the matter as to the cirsumstances under 
which the re-marringe of a Convert, before the death 
of the first wife or husband, may be considered per- 
missiblo. 

‘The present Bill attempts to solve the difficulty by 
an interposition of the secular powery leaving ‘mis- 
sionaries and ministers of religion to act on thoir 
own views of duty in rc-marrying their Converts, 
The secular character of the measure is marked by 
the recital in the Preamble, that it is no longer 
expedient to impoxe penalties on Ministers of religion 
solemnizing such marriages, and by the provision that 
no Minister of religion shall be compellable to avail 
himself of the liberty permitted by the Bill. 

‘The persons entitled to relief under the Bill are 
defined as “ Native Husbands.” and “ Native Wives.” 
A “Narive Husband” is a married man domiciled in 
Tndia, being neither a Christian nor s Jow, who 
shall have completed the age of sixteen years, ‘A 
« Native Wife” is correspondingly dofined, excopt that 
the limit of age is thirteen years, 1¢ may be con-

SraTEMENT OF OxsecTs awh Reasons. 


Tho object of this Bill is to legalize, under certain 
circumstances, tho re-marriago of Native Converts to 
Christianity whose wives or husbands have deserted 
or repudiated them exclusively on religious grounda, 
The question has been be‘ore the Government. of 
India for a very long time, but the settlement of it 
has been delayed chiefly on account of the great 
difference of opinion which has proved to exist between 
the religious bodies and persons most strongly intere 
ested in the matter as to tho circumstances under 
which the re-marriage of a Convert, before the death 
of tho first wife or husband, may be considered per- 
missible. 

‘The present Bill attempts to solve the difficulty by 
an interposition of the secular power, leaving Mis- 
sionarics and Ministers of religion to act on their 
own views of duty in re-marrying thoir Converts. 
‘The socular character of the measure is marked by 
the recital in the Preamble, that it is no longer 
expedient to impose penalties on Ministers of religion 
solewnizing such marriages, and by the provision that 
no Minister of religion shall be compellable to avail 
himself of the liberty permitted by the Bill. 

‘The persons entitled to relief under the Bill are 
defined as “ Native Husbands.” and “ Native Wives.” 
A Native Husband” is a married man domiciled in 
India, being neither a Christian nor a Jew, who 
shall have completed the age of sixteen years. A
